WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—Thurman Arnold, Assistant At- 


torney General, proposed to a Sen- 
ate Committee today a requirement 
that in future all agreements be- 
tween American and foreign in- 
dustries be registered with a full 
explanation of their purpose set 
forth. 

Arnold made the recommenda- 
tion to the Senate Defense Investi- 
gating Committee as one means 
of preventing such cartel arrange- 
ments as that between the Stgnd- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey and I. G. 
Farben of Germany, which Arnold 
previously testified had frustrated 
development of a synthetic rubber 
industry in this country. 

In asking for legislation to “sup- 
plement the present inadequacies 
of the law,” Arnold said that dis- 
closure of the relations between 
Standard and I..G. Farben uy 
beregarded as “a great education- 
al lesson to the American people.” 

“I wish to point out and em- 
phasize,” he told the committee, 
“that Standard Oil is a guinea pig 
in this situation. It does not stand 
out alone. This sort of thing was 
going on in a large number of 
American industries. 

“I do not think it is an éxtreme 
Statement to say that in most of

“Therefore, we would lose the 
Point of this hearing if the com- 
mittee simply denounced Standard 
Oi. We need Standard Oil, with 
its technicians and its organiza- 
tion, to help us win the war.

The order was intended, the 
board said, to stretch the stocks 
of tea on hand in this country 
on Jan. 1—which it was said 
would have lasted six months 
unless restricted — to a full 
year’s supply. 

The order does not take into 
account tea received at a nor- 
mal: rate from the Far East 
during January and February, 
and WPB said there was “rea- 
son to believe” that tea would 
continue to enter this country 
in ships returning from voyages 
taking military supplies to the 
Western Pacific. 

The action restricts the 
amount that a tea packer may 
deliver to a wholesaler or re- 
tailer to 50 per cent of the 
amount delivered in. the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1941. The 
order is effective immediately. 
A similar restriction is placed 
upon wholesalers or chain groc- 
ery organizations, these being 
forbidden to buy more than 50 
per cent of average monthly 
purchases in the corresponding 
quarter of last year.

Business men and corporations 
wishing from such 
tactics, he said, have two power- 
ful weapons at their disposal— 
the co-operation of honest offi- 
cials and publicity. 


There was no justification, he 
continued, for the excuse some- 
times made in behalf of Union 
Electric Co. and Louis H. Egan, 
its former president, that they had 
to pay out large sums in political 
contributions in order to save 
themselves from harassment and 
persecution. ete 


Judge’s Denunciation. 


For engaging in corrupt political 
practices in violation of the Fed- 
eral Holding Company Act, Egan 
and Union Electric Co. were .sen- 
tenced yesterday by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore, 
who scathingly denounced the Un- 
ion Bilectric political contributions, 
made out of -its $591,000 secret 
slush fund, as “more insidious than 
a direct bribe.” Egan's sentence 
was two years in prison and 4 
fine of $10,000 on the one count 
on which he was convicted; the 
company was fined $10,000 on each 
of eight counts, a total of $80,000. 

Blanton, who conducted the pros- 
ecution in the Union Electric-Egan 
case, has successfully prosecuted 
also two other fo 
of the company on criminal 
charges growing out of the slush 
fund ‘investigation. Frank 4. 
Boehm, former executive vice-pres- 
ident; was sentenced to five years 
in prison for perjury. His convic- 
tion has been sustained on appeal, 
and a court mandate requires him 
to surrender by May 4 to start 
serving his sentence, 

Albert C, Laun, formerly a vice- 
president and ace lobbyist for the 
utility company, was sentenced to 
a year. and a day in prison,. also 
for perjury. He was paroled after 
serving one-third of the sentence. 


No Law on Taking Gifts. 

“‘T have frequently heard it 
asked,” Blanton said, “wh,~ the leg- 
islators and other candidates who 
accepted the Union Electric con- 
tributions were not prosecuted. The 
answer to this is that thus far 
Congress has not seen fit to pass

“Another conclusion I have 
reache@ from this case is that we 
need not expect to get men of 
higher caliber in the Legislature 
until we pay them enough to live 
on. Under the present system there 
is no doubt that some men go to 
the Legislature for the express pur- 
pose of introducing threatening 
bills through which they hape to 
shake down corporations or busi- 
ness interests. *

The Chief Executive, in a letter 


to Rear Admiral Emory 8. Land, 
war shipping director, said he had 
found “that our protocol shipments 
to Russia are still far. behind” and 
that he wished “to emphasize again 
to you that the meaning of the 
Russian protocol Shall have a first 
priority in shipping.” 

The letter was dated March 17, 
The White House said, 

At the same time the Chief Ex- 


ecutive told Donald M. Nelson, |’ 


War Production Chief, that he 
wished all materiel promised Rus- 
sia under its protocol agreement 
with this country released for ship- 
ment at the earliest possible date. 

Similar instructions went to the 
War and Navy departments re- 
garding the release of war mate- 
rials and the President according- 
ly informed Land he might expect 
additional supplies requiring ship- 
ment very soon. 

Edward R, Stettinius, lease-lend 
administrator, received a copy of 
the President’s letter to Land and 
was directed to follow through 
with all of the Government depart- 
ments concerned and to report to 
the Chief Executive any delay in 
meeting terms of the protocol. 

The letter was signed by 
Roosevelt as Commander-in-Chief 
of the armed forces, the White 
House said. 

In a press conference several 
weeks ago, the President had 
noted that shipments to Russia 
had been lagging since the United 
States entered the war, but he 
said the American Government ex- 
pected to catchyup by March 1.

NEW PETAIN-LAVAL MEETING 
IS REPORTED FROM VICHY 


BERLIN (From German Broad- 
casts), March 27 (AP). — Dis- 
patches from Vichy reported today 
that Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain and his former deputy 
premier, Pierre Laval, met yester- 
day morning in the forest of Ran- 
dan near Vichy and said sources 
close to Laval described the meet- 
ing as “the reyerse of Dec. 13.” 
(Laval was removed Dec. 13, 
1940, from Petain’s cabinet under 
intense criticism for going too far 
in efforts to line up France for 
collaboration with Germany.) 

No details were disclosed. “It 
was especially impossible,” the dis- 
patch from Vichy said, “to find 
out whether Laval once more 
would be given a seat in the Gov- 
ernment.” 


HESS SAID TO BE UNDER CLOSE 
WATCH DUE TO MELANCHOLIA 


LONDON, March 27 (AP).—Un- 
confirmed reports today said Ru- 
dolf Hess, once deputy leader of 
the Nazi party, has been placed 
under close medical supervision be- 
cause of fears that in one of his 
present fits of melancholia he may 
try to end his life. 

These rumors said Hess had 
been growing increasingly gloomy 
over his failure since he _ para- 
chuted down in Scotland on May 
10, 1941, with the announcement 
that he was on a mission to save 
the world by ending the war be- 
tween Britain and Germany. Since 
then his movements have been 


kept secret.

(The appoint- 
ment was announced by the For- 
eign Office in Tokyo.) 

A Rome dispatch quoted in the 
National Zeitung (of Bern) yester- 
day, represented Vatican circles as 
still “very reserved” on the ques- 
tion of admission of the Soviets to 
Vatican precincts. 

It is no secret here that Vatican 
diplomatists, aware of constant 
Fascist violation of the Lateran 
Treaty, might take refuge in the 
easy argument that a hostile nation 
like Russia cannot be admitted to 
representation in wartime Italy. 

Acceptance of a plenipotentiary 
from the Mikado, despite all Allied 
remonstrances, is accepted by crit- 
ics here as another proof of the 
Vatican’s policy to admit a fait 
accompli and as a benevolent ges- 
ture toward the Axis. 

One school of thought holds that 
the papal court, by its acceptance 
of non-Christians, thereby breaks 
with an age-old tradition. They 
warn that the Pope’s action fur- 
nishes the Axis with another prop- 
aganda weapon in its attempt to 
represent Japan’s war in Asia as 
that of a “highly civilized” nation. |

Drilling at Iron Mountain. 

Drilling operations are being 
carried out at the famous Iron 
Mountain iron mines, owned by 
the Mark A. Hanna interests of 
Cleveland, which closed in 1926: 
For more than a century,* Iron 
Mountain, 75 miles southwest of St. 
Louis in St. Francois County, was 
the most important source of iron 
in Missouri, and a railroad, the 
St. Louis and Iron Mountain, now 
a part of the Missouri Pacific 
Lines, was built primarily to trans- 
port the ore. 
Originally the ore was carried 
by oxcart over a plank road be- 
tween Iron Mountain and Ste. 
Genevieve. At the peak of opera- 
tions between 1840 and 1860 the 
mine employed 1200 men and the 
little mining town on the edge of 
the Arcadia Valley was roaring 
with activity. Today only a hotel, 
built before the Civil War, and a 
few company houses near 
Iron Mountain Lake. 

The Koppers company has one 
blast furnace now in operation pro-. 
ducing 700 tons of iron daily. It 
takes two tons of northern ore to 
roduce one ton of iron, Another 
furnace is being rehabilitated, of- 
ficials said, and will be put in op- 
eration if the demand for iron jus- 
tifies it. 

Most other iron mining in Mis- 
souri is strip mining. At Iron 
Mountain the 200-foot shaft is 
filled with water and the mining 
machinery has been dismanteled.

1. Schools, churches and all groups 
with educationa] programs must educate 
for appreciation and understanding 
among religious and racial. groups. <A 
few schools and a few churches are doing 
good work in this direction; many more 
must follow immediately. 

2. Lay plans and be ready for immedi- 
ate action to stabilize our economic order . 
when the war is over. If an organizer 
can succeed in Detroit today, imagine 
what his success might be if half of the 
workers in the city were without jobs! 

3. Hold hate at a minimum. 

4. Continually point out that this war 
will not solve our problems. It will only 
give us a chance to work on them with 
some hope for solution. The real job 
begins when the war is over. 

5. Keep on exposing these hate-your- 
‘neighbor rackets for what they are—a 
source of power and profit for their or- 
ganizers and part of the enemy’s program 
of attack on us from within. Many 
white, native-born Protestants are not 
worried about such groups because they 
think they are insignificant. All of us 
need to realize that an attack on one 
group in this country is actually an at- 
tack on all of us. Furthermore, anyone 
who harbors intolerance is helping the 
enemy.

The scheme to control the most vital material of 
the Machine Age was so cosmic in its scope that the 
present war was treated as a mere incident—as wit- 
nessed by the signing of a new agreement, in Sep- 
tember of 1939, to the effect that the original con-, 
tract was to remain in force. 

Most Americans, however, will be unable to fall in 
owith such a super-national, such a high and mighty 
view. To them that 1939 compact—and the steps 
taken in pursuance of it—will seem mighty close to 
treason. They will recall that, no matter how divided 
we may have been as to actual participation, our 


start directed against the Axis. They will be unable, 
in the face of this, to understand a policy which 
withheld from American producers the secret of 
cheap synthetic rubber while it was given freely to 
the Nazis. ’ 

As late as Jan. 6 of this year, Standard Of] of New 
Jersey was reluctant to co-operate with another 
American firm, Standard Oil of Indiana, in making 
available information about its product—butyl. This 
was after Pearl Harbor—a full month after Pearl 
Harbor—when America’s rubber shortage had become 
tragically apparent. . 

Its recent refusal to license any but two American 
companies to utilize its secret, according to Arnold, 
indicates further ramifications of the cartel and 
brings the names of other American firms into the 
picture. And not only rubber, but also magnesium, 
aluminum, tungsten carbide, drugs, dye stuffs and a 
variety of other materials are said to be subject to 
more or less similar international arrangements. 

Standard Oil should have realized that there were 
great profits to be made by exploiting its discovery 
in this country. It should have realized what it 
was doing when it played for joint occupancy of the 
‘industrial throne of the world. The I. G. Farben- 
industrie may have been as oblivious to Hitler's 
interests as Standard was to ours, but how could it 
guarantee that an American secret would never be 
used against Americans? 

If Standard’s action was, in time of peace, against 
public policy, what can be said for its conduct after 
the outbreak of war—after at least a few men in 
Washington were trying to build up stock piles 
against whatever the future might bring? 

If, as Arnold indicates, the whole story is far from 
being told, let’s have all the facte—and at once. 
And let’s not stop here, Let’s get butyl into produc- 
tion in every plant that can possibly be used for the 
purpose, Let’s build new plants to produce this ma- 
terial, which promises in time to eliminate the short- 
age which above all others threatens war production. 

If necessary, let the Government take over the 
formula. This is no time for piddling $50,000 fines. 
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SECRECY AT SCHOOL BOARD MEETINGS. 

The Board of Education is not going back to its 
old hush-hush methods—such is the assurance of 
President John A. Fleischli, who says that all com- 
mittee meetings will be open to the press with the 
exception of those at which “the’ personalities of 
individual teachers are under discussion.” 

Perhaps Mr. Fleischli and his colleagues would like 
to reconsider the exception. The press has no in- 
terest in the names of individual teachers who are 
behind in their bills or whose dismissal for incom- 
petence is being planned. The newspapers obviously 
are not going to rush into print with such lists of 
names, : 

Yet, if secrecy is the rule at committee meetings 
at which these things are discussed, there will be no 
assurance that other matters of vital public interest 
are not being decided without the people’s knowl- 
edge. There is one sure protection against a revival 
of Gerlingism and that is to hold all meetings in the 
open, with the representatives of the press—the dele- 
gates of the public—free to attend. 
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THE OLD-AGE PENSION RACKET. 

Missouri is, still carrying one of the heaviest old- 
age pension loads of any state in the Union. An 
analysis of statistics recently released by the Federal 
Social Security Board and the Census Bureau in- 
dicates, according to the Governmental Research In- 
stitute of St; Louis, that 36 per eent ot all Mis- 
sourians 65 years old or over are on the rolls. This 
is the seventh highest percentage in the country. 

A few states like Oklahoma, 64 per cent, and Colo- 
rado, 50 per cent, have considerably heavier loads, 
but such populous states as New York and Pennsyl- 


vania have, relatively, less than half as«many pen- | 


sioners. Their percentages are respectively 13 and 
15. Illinois has 26 per cent of its aged on pensions 
—just 1 per cent above the national average. 

These figures show little change from those pub- 
lished in the past. It would seem that, in states 
notorious for pension abuses, the abuses are con- 
tinuing, while the states with good records are con- 
tinuing to keep them good. Missouri certainly does 
not fall into the latter category. 

There is and long has been evidence aplenty to 
indicate that a change in the law which would per- 
mit a purge of the pension rolls is in order. There 
is reason to believe that the removal of the chiselers 
would not only mean adequate checks for the really 
needy, but also an economy for the taxpayers. 

Regularly, the politicians promise a clean-out, and, 
just as regularly, they send out “Dear Pensioner” 
letters. Each session of the Legislature sees a brutal 
paring of absolutely essential relief budgets and 
fancy increases for the pensioners, The thing has 
grown from a disgrace into a veritable racket.

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A GREAT MODERN ON ART HILL. 

Those who have been asking for more modern art 
in the City Museum have an answer to their prayers 
in the purchase of Oskar Kokoschka’s “Harbor of 
Marseilles,” Along with Nolde, Hofer and Marc (the 
painter of blue horses), Kokoschka is one of the 
great masters of German modernism. 

Much more concerned with ideas and emotions 
than the French, stemming from very different 
sources, this new German art nevertheless flowed 
into the same great general stream. It was in full 
flower before the outbreak of the war in 1914, but 
ita post-war revival was done to death by Adolf 
Hitler.

His por- 
traits are extraordinarily penetrating, but he is 
perhaps better known for his panoramas of cities 
and rivers—London and Prague, for example.

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NO TIME FOR POLITICAL PORK. 

Army engineers have reported to Congress that 
$418,883,630 could be “profitably expended” on rivers 
and harbors projects and flood control work in the 
next fiscal year. 

Perhaps it could—in peacetime. But anyone should 
be able to see that this is no time to undertake the 
expenditure of nearly a half-billion dollars on civil 
works projects of this nature. Such a program would 
not only take funds which should go into the war ef- 
fort; it would require labor which is going to be 
increasingly scarce in the months ahead. Financial- 
ly and from the standpoint of man power, it would 
be a costly diversion from the vital war effort. . 

Doubtless, some of these projects should be carried 
out on a limited scale. The nation’s transportation 
system cannot operate efficiently without clear har- 
bors and unobstructed river ports. But there is a 
Great difference between that and a grandiose pro- 
gram which lists every project that members of Con- 
gress have proposed.

Sunday, I was struck by one bright 
spot in all that tragedy, The Red Cross had 
been ready. I dread thinking of how much 
worse the confusion and suffering would 
have been if Red Cross workers hadn’t been 
right on the job, organized for instant 
action. 

Within a few minutes after the first Jap 
bombs rained down on Pearl Harbor, Red 
Cross workers manned their prearranged 
posts. Many Red Cross volunteers were 
wives of officers and men stationed at the 
air fields and naval bases. They did not 
know what fate awaited their loved ones, 
but they did not stand-idly by. Jap planes 
strafed their cars on the road as they drove 
to. their stations. 

From its emergency kitchens, the Red 
Cross promptly supplied food to rescue 
workers. Bombed-out families were sup- 
plied with lodging, clothing and blankets, as 
well as food. Emergency stores of medical 
supplies and surgical dressings were rushed 
to hospitals and to schools which had been 
turned into temporary hospitals. 

° ® * 

Doctors struggling furiously to save the 
lives of soldiers and sailors blasted and 
burned in the attack soon used up the Red 
Cross reserve of blood plasma. The Red 
Cross issued a call for volunteer donors, 
and its workers gave their own blood until 
sufficient donors could be brought in. (In 
all; 10,000 volunteers gave their pint of 
blood at the rate of 50 per hour.) 

By 8 a. m. on Dec. 8, the Red Cross 
Motor Corps, driving in a blackout blacker 
than London's, and risking shots from jit- 
tery territorial road guards, had removed 
8000 refugees from the danger areas around 
Pearl Harbor and the air fields. Many of 
the Red Cross’ volunteer workers stayed 
at their posts for 10 days with little sleep, 
Red Cross information centers were prompt-

When we were ready to ‘sail for San 
Francisco, 127 badly burned and wounded 
naval then were placed on board our ship. 
The Navy was short of nurses, so Red Cross 
officials scoured Hawaii and in two hours 
located 11 registered nurses who were 
vacationing on the island and who volun- 
teered to take the danger-fraught voyage 
to San Francisco. 

At Pearl Harbor, the Red Cross was ready 
for this extraordinary emergency because it 
always stands peady—every where. 


Since 1939, the American Red Cross has 
helped 15,000,000 refugees in Asia and 
Europe. I have seen it in action in a dozen 
countries: 

In France, helping refugees and prisoners 
of war without regard to race, creed of 
color. In Portugal, arranging for the care 
of stranded Americans, In Syria, American 
Red Cross workers followed the British; 
Imperial and Free French troops, distribut- 
ing food to the Arabs who had been half- 
starved during the British blockade of the 
Vichyites. In Abyssinia, they risked their 
lives among the wild tribesmen of the hills 
to bring badly needed medical supplies to 
the interior of Haile Selassie’s country. 

In Egypt, working through the Egyptian 
Red Crescent, American Red Cross officials 
provided mobile kitchens, food, blankets 
and medicine for the 175,000 refugees who 
fled in terror from Axis air raids on Alex- 
andria. In Manila, a week before the Jap- 
anese attack, I stood in the streets and 
watched the Red Cross assist in an evacua- 
tion drill. When the Japs burned the city, 
the. Red Cross quietly and efficiently car- 
ried out the evacuation of 100,000 residents 
while bombs rained down among them. 

_ Thus, with America’s entry into the war, 
the Red Cross has taken its place with 
the armed forces at home and abroad, 
wherever American troops are in action. It 
is holding front-line positions from Chung-

ROM the beginning of time to the 

“time that seems like yesterday, the Blue 
Ridge Country was hidden behind its moun- 
tain walls and its rivers. From the time 
when the pioneers came, it was the home- 
land of a forgotten people, shut off from 
the outside world, out of step with the 
march of civilization, unlettered, content 
with their lot, a nation within a nation, 
holding safe and unchanged their simple 
heritage, handing it down unsullied to their 
children. 

The Blue Ridge Country is the land of 
the Cumberlands, the Alleghenies and the 
Blue Ridge Mountains. It begins in North- 
east Virginia and includes Northeast Ken- 
tucky, all of West Virginia, Eastern Ten- 
nessee, Western North Carolina and foot- 
hills in South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama. 


The country and its people have a right- 
ful claim to a place in American Folkways, 
the notable series of 12 regional books, edit- 
ed by Erskine Caldwell.

NEW YORK, March 27 (AP) — 
Carolyn Wells; mystery story writ- 
er and author of juvenile and non- 


jgense verse, died yesterday at the 
| Plower-Fifth Avenue Hospital. In 


1929 she wrote “The Technique of 
the Mystery Story,” considered by 
writers the most : authoritative 
study of its kind at the time. 

. She was known for her gaiety 
and ‘wit, although afflicted with 
deafness since girlhood. In 1932, 
after a serious heart ailment, sh® 
wrote an article on how it felt to 
have but two years to live—and 
then récovered. 

She was the author of nearly 200 
books. A native of Rahway, N. J., 
she turned otu a children’s book, 
“The Story of Betty,” that had a 
wide success. She wrote the Patty 
books, the Marjorie books, and 
Dick and’ Dolly. 

In all she wrote 70 mystery nove 
els, among them “Beautiful Dere- 
lict,” “The Radio Studio Murder” 
and “Devil’s Work.” She created 
the detective character, Fleming 
Stone. 

Shortly after the turn of the cen- 
tury, she related in her autobiog- 
raphy, she came to. New York 
from Rahway, struggling up to the 
city through a fierce blizzard, for 
a possible magazine assignment 
from Theodore Dreiser. She was 
disheveled and bedraggled. Dreiser 
took one look and said she was not 
the person he needed. 

That, she told him, was his mis-

WASHINGTON gMarch 27 (AP). 
—Divorces were breaking all rec- 
ords before the war, the Census 
Bureau said today. Figures for 
1940,. which have just been com- 
piled, showed more than one di- 
vorce for every six new marriages. 

In 1940, there were 264,000 di- 
vorces, or more than four times as 
many as in 1901. Divorces in 
creased in number fairly steadily 
until 1929, fell back in the depres- 
sion years of 1930, 1931 and 1932, 
and have increased every E 
since except for 1938, the “business 
recession” year. Figures included: 
1929, 201,468; 1932, 160,338; 1939, 
251,000; 1940, 264,000. 

Texas had the most divorces in 
1940, 27,500. Other high statee in 
order were California, Ohio, Iili- 
nois, Michigan, Missouri, Florida 
and New York. Contrary to its 
Reno notoriety, Nevada was far 
down on the list with 5189.

MONG the peculiar institutions 
Apere in Hollywood is the fam- 

ily business manager. For 
some reason, a great many Holly- 
wood families are unable to man- 
age their own affairs.

That would prevent personal 
criticism of any teacher by any 
member of a P. T. A. You see, 
every school system is topped by 
a staff of responsible administra- 
tors whose duty it is to advise, 
direct and appraise the teachers.

THE DUTY OF CRITICISM of 
a teacher’s service rests upon those 
trained people. They have the au- 
thority and they must carry the 
responsibility. That means that no 
well-informed P. T. A. member en- 
ters a school and criticizes a 
teacher’s work or conduct. 

More and more as the days go 
by parents and friends of school 
children will be working side by 
side.-with the teachers in the 
school building. If that work is 
to be effective, if it is to be truly 
helpful and not a hindrance, the 
voluntary worker must follow the 
lead of the teacher who is directly 
responsible for the work of the 
school, 


The head of the school is the 
only one authorized to give orders, 
to advise teachers, lead the way. 
If the volunteer worker sees some- 
thing he questions it is his duty 
to go-to the head of the school and 
tell the story. .Under no circum- 
stances should he enter a class- 
room to criticize a teacher for any- 
thing. The teacher may be all 
wrong, but again, he may not, and 
the chances are in favor of his 
rightness because of his training 
and experience.and background. 

By all means lend your help, 
your encouragement, your cheerful 
co-operation, but don’t make a dif- 
ficult situation worse by treading 
on forbidden ground,
